In substance the confession, as 
announced by Captain Fred Arm- 
strong of the State police, was 
that Friday evening after school 
Miss Carter offered to give Dea- 
kin, son of the school janitcr, a 
ride home. She was driving to 
her home in Sidney. Seizing the 
opportunity to “get even,” Deakin 
accepted the ride. 

When she stopped the car to 
let him out on an unfrequented 
road a mile from Sheridan, Deakin 
who is large for his age, seized 
her and choked her into uncon- 
sciousness. Then he picked up a 
large rock and beat her to death, 
crushing her skull. 

The youth's’ confession, Arm- 
strong said, was that he then 
placed the body back in the car, 
pushed the machine off the road, 
threw the stone into a lake along- 
side the highway and went home. 

Immediately following the .con- 
fession, Lee Braecey, 19-vear-old 
Olivet College freshman, who had 
been held in connection with the 
slaying, was released. Bracey had

The latter had 
defended their homes for five 
hours, but the strikers were about 
to rush the places with machetes 
when the soldiers arrived. 

Private dispatches stated three 
soldiers and. several members of 
the mob were wounded, and that 
150 of the latter were taken 
prisoner. 

Both governmental and private 
advices agreed that the discordant 
elements have been rounded up 
near Sevilla.

But never in the South, as in the Mid- 
dle West, have I heard lenth for length, 
or carn for corn. You-uns for vou-all, 
Mairy for Mary, leave him xo for 
him g0, noo for new, had of saw for 
had seen, nor do they say zink 
they mention the kitchen sink, nor speak 
of their hair as they. 

However, it’s pure bred American

It 
was necessary for the voters to fill nine 
places on the Circuit bench, two on the 
Court of Criminal Corrections, and to elect 
a prosecutor. The Bar Association con- 


ducted two ballotings, one before the pub- 
lic primary, and one before the election. 
Although the candidates had to be nom- 
inated and elected as Democrats or Ke- 
publicans, the lawyers voted for all of 
them irrespective of their own party con- 
nections. Then the bar made a dignified 
campaign for the endorsed candidates, ap- 
pealing to lay organizations through select- 
ed speakers and to the general public by 


radio. The newspapers lent their support, 
appreciating the need of supporting a list 
of candidates’*expertly studied and = en- 
dorsed. 

The result was all that was hoped for, 
every endorsed candidate being elected. It 
happened that there was a Kepublican 
landslide, and the three Judges and the 


prosecutor cndorsed by the bar who Were 
in the Democratic column, were the only 
Democrats elected in the entire city. 

The St. Touis Post-Dispatch in an edi- 
torlal said that if nothing but the election 
of Judge Miller, a Democrat, as prosecutor, 
had resulted, “the people of St. Louis would 
deserve congratulations: but in their zeal 
to purify the processes of justice the people
